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The Utah Insurance Department has commenced this emergency adjudicative proceeding
pursuant to Utah Code Annotated (U.C.A.) §§ 63-46b-20 and 31A-35-504 and Utah
Administrative Code (U.A.C.) Rule R590-160. Based upon information contained in agency
files or known to the Commissioner, the Commissioner makes the following:

FINDINGS OF FACT

1. Respondent issued a bail bond to guarantee the appearance of Jeffrey J. Street on April



5, 2005, before the Draper City Justice Court, Salt Lake County, State of Utah.

2. Jeffrey J. Street failed to appear as ordered, and the Court entered a Judgment of
Forfeiture against the Respondent’s bond on November 17, 2005.

3. The commissioner has received notice from the prosecutor January 3, 2006, stating that
the judgment has not been paid for more than 15 days following notice of the entry of the
judgment.

4. The department has contacted Respondent regarding his failure to pay said judgment
and as of the date of this Order, the department has received no proof that said judgment has been

paid.

Having entered his Findings of Fact, the Commissioner now enters his:
CONCLUSION OF LAW
1. Pursuant to U.C.A. § 31A-35-504(3), the Respondent’s Bail Bond Surety License
should be immediately suspended for failure to pay a forfeiture judgment within 15 days of its
entry.
2. Failure to pay a forfeiture judgment constitutes an immediate danger to the safety and
welfare of the public as found by the legislature in adopting U.C.A. § 31A-35-504, justifying an

emergency order under U.C.A. § 63-46b-20.

Based upon the foregoing Findings of Fact and Conclusions of Law, the Commissioner

now enters the following:



ORDER
IT IS HEREBY ORDERED:

1. Respondent’s Bail Bond Surety License is hereby suspended forthwith for a period of
60 days.

2. Said suspension may be terminated earlier upon presentation of evidence to the
commissioner that the bail bond forfeiture has been paid, and an order terminating said suspension
is issued. However, said suspension shall continue for a period of not less than 14 days.

3. Respondent shall not issue any bail bonds during the period of the suspension of its
license.

4. If the suspension of Respondent’s license continues for a period of 60 days because of
Respondent’s failure to pay a judgment of bond forfeiture, an action to revoke the Respondent’s

license shall be commenced by the department.

NOTIFICATION

You are hereby notified that you may request a hearing on this matter by filing a written
request for hearing within 15 days of the date of this Order, stating the grounds for relief.
If you request a hearing regarding this matter, the department will be represented by M. Gale
Lemmon, Assistant Attorney General, State Office Building, Room 3110, Salt Lake City, Utah
84114, Telephone Number (801) 538-3800. Failure to request a hearing will be considered a
failure to exhaust administrative remedies and will preclude any further administrative or judicial
review or appeal of this matter.

You are further notified that a failure to obey an Order of the commissioner may subject

you to further penalties, including forfeitures of up to $5,000.00 per violation and the revocation



of your license and the filing of an action to enforce this Order in District Court, which may

impose forfeitures of up to $10,000.00 per day for continued violation.
